1, all Communist units: The North Independent 3 Division (New 3 Division) is 
at Nengchiatun (125-15,43-51). The North Independent 6 Division is at 
Yangchiatun (125-16,43-47). The North Independent 7 Division is at Hsiace@ 
chengtzu (125-16,43-59). The North Independent 9 Division is at Yangchiatien 
(two kilometers east of Changchun), The North Independent 1.0 Division is in 
the area of tha Changchun west airfield, and the main force of the North 12 
Column is vest of the North Independent 10 Division. The West 8 and West 11 
Columns returned to the Funing (119-13,39-54) area, _ ~ 


10 July 


2. An widetermined number of Communist troops arrived in the erea east of 
Changchun. 


3. On 9 duly troops of the Nationalist 50 Division pushed sovthwest from 
Liaochung (122=1,,41-32) to reconnoiter. approximately one regiment strength 
of additional troops of the 50 Division moved southward on the east flank of 
the first group. The Nationalist forces surrounded the Communist. South. . 
Independent 5 Division at Huangshato (122-26,41-12), The Nationalists killed 
over, 30 Communists, including the deputy division commander and a battalion 
commander, before the Communist division withdrew. Thirty prisoners were 
taken. 


12 July 
4. Nationalist troops withdrew from the Huangshato area, 


5. The Nationalist New 3 arny sent reconnaissance units as far as Taanping 
(123~26,41~10) and Kuchiatzu (123-35,41-12), while troops of the 2 Brigade 
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of the Nationalist 207 Division reconnoitred the Wentaochotzutungkou (124-09, 
41+h7) area. There were a few small actions and a small amount of Communist 
Squipment was captured, but the Communists withdrew in all areas of the 
Nationalist advance. This Nationalist action was in preparation for a goneral. 
offensive to clear Communist troops from the region between the Liao River 
and the mountain area cast of the South Manchurian Railway, to gather food, 
and to secure overland ccomumication to Yingkou (122-13,40-10). The Nation- 
alists also intended to engage the 4 Column in a decisive battle if bossibie, 


23 July 


All Communist units: The 20 Division of the 7 Colum returned to the Kuochia- 
tien (124-36,43-21) area. The 33 Division of the West Ll Colum is at | 
Taitouying (119-11,40-02) and the 22 Division of the West & Colum is at 
Shuangwang (119~02,39-55). The North Independent 8 and 9 [ivisiona recently 
received replacements from North Manchuria, 


Lo duly 


The Nationalist New 1, New 3 and 52 armies began a drive te the south in the 
early morning of 15 July. at 5:30 a.m. the 75 Regiment of the 25 Division 
of the 52 Army entered Liaoyang. On the night of 14 duly the Communist & 
Columi began withdrawing from Liaoyang. One trainload of Communist supplies 
leaving Liaoyang was captured mainly through the action of the Chinese Air 
Forea (CAF). 


16 July 


The Temporary 59 Division of the Nationalist New 3 army captured Tanghoyen 
(123~21,41-06) and began moving toward Langtzushan (123~25,41-01},. The 54 
Division of the New 3 Army captured Shoushan (123-04,41-13;, and continued 
south, The 25 Division of the Nationalist 52 Army is in Liaoyang, The 2 
Division of the 52 Army is in Shaho (123-03,4)~10) and Liuerhpu (122-55, 
Ai-lt.), The 30 Division of the Nationalist New 2 Army is meving toward 
Tangmachal (122-43,41-11), The Nationalist 50 Division is pushing on Huang- 
shate. The only resistance in Lisoyang came from the 33 Regiment of the il 
Division ef the Communist 4 Column, The regimental commancer, the Liaoyang 
magistrate and about, 300 troops were captured. The Communists did not have 
time to move all of their supplies from the Liaoyang area. 


On 15 duly the 1 Brigade of the Nationalist 207 Division ceptured Hsisoshih 
(12h-07,41-17). The 2 Regiment of the Nationalist 1 Brigace was engaging 
local Communist treops south of Chiaotoun (123-43,4]-14) anc the 2 Brigade 
eaptured Chiupingta& (124-06,41~38) in a diversionary acticn, Elements of 
the &7 and 91 Divisions of the Nationalist 71 army moved nerth to Chienanfutun 
(122-59 42-08) . 


The headquarters of the Communist 7 Colum are at Kungchuling (124-50,43-32). 
The Gommunist 19 Division is at Tayushu (124-/,5,43-28), the 20 Division moved 
from Kungchuling to Tacchiatun (124-58,43-38) and the 21 Division is at 
Kuschitun (?Kuochiatien )(124-36,43-21). Six Japanese armored vehicles and 

18 Japanese anti-aircraft suns are alsc reported in this area,

The 12 Division of the Communist 4 Colum, except for one reginent, is at 
Haicheng (122-41,40-51), On the morning of 17 duly the Communist iC Division 
and the one-regiment of the 12 Division began moving east from Anshan (122-57, 
41-08), The Communist 11 Division is in the vicinity of Tengaopu (122-49,41-04), 
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On 17 July the Nationalist push to Anshan was halted, pending the decision 
of N&BSH as to whether to continue the attack or to conselidate their gains. 
On the morning of 17 July the Nationalist 50 Division attacked Huangshato, 
The 14 Division of the Nationalist New 3 Army is south of Huatzukou (123-28, 
41~25) as an army reserve; the 54 Division ef the Nationalist New 3 Army is 


about. 10 kilometers southwest of Tanghoyen, On 16 July elements of the Nation- 


alist ‘71 Army occupied Kungchutun (123-01,42-09). The Communist South 
independent 5 Division withdrew to Niuchuang (122-32,10~57). 


19 July 


The Nationalists captured the northern (Lishan)(123-01,41-03) railroad station 
4n Anshan on 17 July. On 18 duly troops (not in uniform) of the 25 Division 
entered the city. Anshan is in complete disorder with various mobs looting 
the city. The main force of the Communist 4 Column moved east of anshan to 
the vicinity of Langtzushan. 


ALL Nationalist wits: On 18 July the Temporary 59 Division was heavily 
engaged south of Tanghoyen; the Communist troops were probably part of the 
Communist 4 Colum. The 54 Division is west of Taanping, the 2 Division 

is moving southwest of the railroad between Liaeyang and Anshan, the 30 
Division 1s north and west of Liuerhpu, the 50 Division is between Liaochung 
and Huangshate, and the 14 Division is south of Huatzukou, Headquarters of 
the New 1 army is at Ssufangtai (122~57,41-34), headquarters of the New 3 
Army is at, Huabzukeu, and headquarters of the 52 Army is ati Liaoyang. 


On 15 July one regiment of the Communist 10 Colum moved to Tungchiangkou 
(123-43,42-38). The 18 Division of the Commmist 6 Column is near Changchun= 
pao (125-16,43-44,), one division of the 6 Colum is at Walichiaotgu (125-22, 
43-44) and the other division of the 6 Colum 4s at Shelingkoutzu (125-31, 
43-h1), About 20,000 Commnist troops are at Yaoyangmiao (2.20-10,40+48) with 
another 10,000 at Mingshuitang (119-51,40-24); probably these are troops of 
the Communist West & and West 11 Colwnans. 


20 July 


On the morning of 19 July Nationalist PPC troops entered Anshan, but withdrew 


the same night because many Communist troops remained in hiding in Anshan. 
The Nationalist Temporary 59 Division captured five Japanese who were with 
the 10 Division of the Commmist 4 Colum. The 10 and 12 Divisions of he 
Communist 4. Column are in the triangular sector between langtzushan, Ta- 
hsingtun (123-20,41-02) and Tanghoyen. ‘fhe 11 Division of the Communist 

4 Golumn is at Chilingtzu (123-07,41-05), On 19 July the main body of the 
Communist 1 Column moved to the area between Lungehiapu (125-L0,44-04) and 
Kalunchieh (125~32,44-03). A small part of this unit remains in Chiutad 
(125~50 441-08): , ,

(124-52,43-L1): the main body of the 2 Colum is believed to be noving 
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horth also, The North Independent 7 Division moved ta Mishatzu (125-22,41,-08) 
On 25 July about 2,000 Communist recruits from Yencht (129~31,42-55) and 

Tumen passed through Kirin. These troops are now al Shuangyang (125~1,0, 
43-32). On 13 July another 2,000 troops passed throngh Fanshith (126-03,,42~56) 
and are now at Meihokou (125~41,42-32), Twenty-seven artillery pieces 

arrived in Ssupingchieh (124-22,43-11) from the Pelan (125-34,48-16) area, 


The Nationalists withdrew from Taanping and Liuerhpus this was en orders 
and not because of Conmunist pressure.
